The Western Front. 


The spasmodic German attacks against 
ene or two pointe of the Allied line have 
now developed into something like general 
activity all along the French and British 
fronts. Nowhere on the British front have 
the enemy's efforts achieved anything more 
than a moméniary success; bet at one 
point on the French front, south of the 
Somme, the Germans have made an ap- 
preciable gain of ground, and claim to 
have captured nearly a thousand un- 
wounded prisoners. The French counter- 
Sttecks are already in progress, and 
some of the lost trenches have been 
recovered. We have learned by this time 
that such local smécesses. on our side 
equally with the enemy's, are almost cer- 
tain of achievement if a sufficient effort is 
put forth to achieve them; but we have 
also learned that, on either side, the 
achievement is not worth the effort unless 
the success can be promptly fallowed up. 
So far «here is no indication of any inten- 
tion or attempt on the part of the enemy 
to press home any of their attacks. 
unlikely that all this activity presages the 
development of serious offensive operations 
by the enemy. It seems to denote rather 
a change from that attitude of passive 
defence to which the Germans have been 
yestricted during the winter to an attitude 
of active defence. There is a variety of 
reasons why it may be doubted whether 


the enemy contemplate anything in the | 


nature of a real offensive movement. One 
reason is that, at this season of the year, 
the condition of the ground is such as, if 
not to prohibit, at least to make very difh- 
cult, the development of majer operations. 
Another reason is that the Allied lines are 
now of tremendous strength. The German 
Press itself. recognises that a serious 
attempt to breach them would require the | 
greatest effort the enemy has yet put forth 
in any field of war, and such an effort on 
the western front is not in their power 
at this moment, when they are still 
from having disposed of their preoccupa 
tions in the east. On the other hand 
there are as many reasons why the onemy 
should exchange a passive defence for an 
active defence. Probably the motive of 
their present sttacks is as much politica! 
and mora! as purely military. The whol 
German theory of warfare, upon which the 
nation and the Army have been fed fo 
decades past, is essentially offensive Th 
preservation of the meral both of the 
people and the Army prohibits adberence 
too long to a passive rile; nor is an atti- 
tade of inactivity calculated to maintain 
the glamour of German military prowess 
for the benefit of @uch neutrals as are 
stil) subject to i.
